1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because legal phraseology such as "present 
invention" is used. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Claims 1-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 1 and 6, it is unclear what "a comparison circuit" comprises of 
Appropriate correction is required. 

In claims 4 and 9, it appears that the limitation of "the second amplifies the output 
of the first stage 8 times " is inaccurate. It appears that the second stage amplifies the 
output of the first stage only 4 times. 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as they 
depend from objected base claims. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features of "comparison circuit" 
as recited in claims 1 and 6 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
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be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-2,6-7 and 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102( b) as being anticipated by 
Baer et al (Pat # 4,837,504). 

As to claim 1,6 and 1 1, Baer et al disclose a plurality of gain stage amplifiers (VI -V4) for 
amplifying an input signal that is proportional to electricity usage to create a plurality of 
amplified electricity usage signal, an A/D converter (7) for converting the amplified electricity 
usage signals into digital samples for each of the plurality of amplified electricity usage signals 
and a CPU (8) for compensating correction parameters of the measured electrical usage signals . 
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It appears that the processor CPU (8) inherently determines which of the digital samples from the 
A/D converter (7) accurately represents the input signal before providing compensating 
correction parameters of the measured electrical usage signals. 

As to claims 2,7 and 12, it appears that the processor (8) selects sampled data that has the 
highest gain stage during the process of compensating the correction parameters of the measured 
electrical usage signals. 

6. Claims 3,5,8 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art does no disclose a first stage amplifies the signal two times and the second 
stage amplifiers the output signal of the first stage four times 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Heinrich et al (Pat # 4,182,983) disclose electronic AC electric energy measuring circuit. 
Hutt et al (Pat # 4,93 1,725) disclose electronic electricity meters. 
Mazzoni (Pat # 5,657,237) disclose instrument and method for the digital electronic 
measurement of periodic electric quantities.
